Reviewer Says 
Clark's Book 

Full Of Wit

Tho Rampaging Frontier," Dr. 
Thomas D. Clark's latest work is a 
book of middle-western pioneer-llfe 
In the raw. Written with a delight- 
ful informality, the book is "chock 
lull" of native humor and wit. 

The book deals with "an expansive 
strip of country which stretched all 
the way from :h ■ sandy shores of 
the Carollnas. from Virginia. Mary- 
land and Pennsylvania to the mur- 
ky canellned channels of the mos- 
quito-Invested Mlsssoun Arkansas, 
and Red Rivers. 

Dr Clark gives a realistic picture 
of the "buckskin" society of the 

l^rSSof oHhe olo^then? 
a description or the pioneers them- 
selves, he gives an authentic picture 
of their crude and makeshift exist- 
ence. He renders an exciting ac- 
count of the pioneer's encounters 
with the "varmints," a term applied 
to the wild Ufe of the forest. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Clark's description of 
the early elections, the disputes must 
have been more hot and fiery than 
those of the Kentucky mountains 
today. Elections lasted three days, 
and the system of voting was di- 
rect, the voter pointing to the can- 
didate of his choice Whiskey 
flowed freely at these 
shootings were not 

Every Phase of their daily life, 
including the gambling, horse -rac- 
ing, and "tall tales," is minutely des- 
cribed and vividly illustrated with 
anecdotes, told in the coarse, rough 
language of the pioneer. This lang- 
uage goes into making the book 
both colorful and entertaining. 

The book contains a chapter en- 
titled "Foolin' with the Gals, and 
gives in humorous detail the part 
the "gals" played in frontier life. 
Many amusing incidents of wedding 
celebrations are told In realistic 
style. The stories of the "house 
warmings" and "barn raisings" give 
the book an added human touch. 

The author attacks the westward 
movement from a new angle, omit- 
ting the forces and causes behind 
it, and recounting the everyday ex- 
periences of the daring pioneer who 
made western settlement possible. 
This book does not make fun of 
these hardy pioneers, but is wholly
